Barrett Plans Lottery 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Premier Bar¬ 
rett said Tuesday night B.C. will have a 
provincial lottery as soon as the New De¬ 
mocratic Party government gets around 
to organizing it 

The premier, speaking on an open-line 
program on New Westminster radio sta¬ 
tion CKNW, said a provincial lottery 
would be introduced “as soon as we can 
have a good go.” 

“But we’ve got an awful lot of legisla¬ 
tion on our plate at this point... I don’t 


want to give a specific date and disappoint 
anybody,” Barrett said. 

Barrett also said he has asked Provin¬ 
cial Secretary Ernie Hsill to ask each of 
the 10 Social Credit members of the next 
Legislature to tell him who their leader is. 

He said plans for the legislative session 
opening Oct. 17 are complicated because 
the NDP has no idea who will be leading 
the opposition. 

Barrett said he knows former premier 
W. A. C. Bennett will not be on hand 


when the session opens, but said he has 
had no communication from Bennett since 
the NDP cabinet was sworn in following 
the Aug. 30 election. 

Bennett was re-felected in Okamagan 
South, but said later that he will resign 
the seat. 

Barrett also said he has no plans to 
try and match Bennett’s 20-year reign as 
premier. He said he hop^ to lead the NDP 
through two more elections and then ask 
the party to find another leader. 


Environment Canada ^12,000 
Charging B. C. Rail 


Narrow Ledge of Survival 


VANCOUVER (CP) — En¬ 
vironment Canada said Tues¬ 
day that charges are being 
laid by the fisheries service 
against British (Columbia 
Railway following two slides 
in spring (chinook) salmon 
spawning areas in northwes¬ 
tern B.C. last week. 

The slides temporarily 
blocked the Bear River, about 
240 miles northwest of Prince 


George, leaving silt deposits 
and debris on the spawning 
grounds. ^ 

A news release from the 
Vancouver office of Environ¬ 
ment Minister Jack Davis 
said "slides were triggered by 
roadbed construction along¬ 
side the river.” 

The provincially*owned rail¬ 
way is constructing an exten¬ 
sion of its line to Dease Lake 
and it goes along the river. 


Fisheries service staff Sat¬ 
urday flew into the area to 
check any slide and damage 
to the fishery, the release 
said. 

It also said it was the first 
charge laid against a provin¬ 
cial corporation under amend¬ 
ments to the Fisheries Act 
last fall allowing such charges 
against government corpora¬ 
tions.

VANCOUVER (CP) — En- 
vironment Minister Jack 
Davis said Tuesday Canada 
will renegotiate the interna¬ 
tional Pacific salmon fisheries 
treaty with a view to increas¬ 
ing Canadian fishermen’s 
share of salmon heading 
through international waters 
to the Fraser River. 

United States and Canadian 
fishermen now have a 50-50 
split in the fish, but Davis 
said in an interview the reno- 
goUation — to begin as soon 
as possible — would aim at 
cutting the U.S. fishermen’s 
share to possibly ^ per cent. 

He said Canada does not 


want a pro|X)sed $7 million 
U.S. appropriation toward 
construction of Fraser spawn¬ 
ing channels and is prepared 
to put up the total $14 million 
cost in order to get more of 
the Fraser sockeye fishery. 

Under the treaty the U.S. 
put up half the cost of rehabil¬ 
itating Fraser runs follovving 
the Hell’s Gate slide in the 
Fraser Canyon in 1913, and in 
return shares half the runs 
which go through. Juan de 
Fuca Strait to the Fraser. 

There have been recurring 
disputes over sharing of the 
catch and Davis said it is 
lime to re-evaluate the Fraser 


fishery in relation to other 
runs in B.C. rivers. 

U.S. fishery authorities 
have been calling for renego¬ 
tiation of the treat according 
to dollar value, Davis said. 

U. S. fishermen intercept 
Canadian salmon running to 
the Nass and Skeena rivers in 
northwestern B.C., he said, 
and Canadian officials believe 
the Americans have had the 
best part of the bargain.

Mrs. Cynthia Frederick, 21, had 
worked more than 100 hours, pouring * 
the concrete heai^tones and 'sanding 
them until they looked like polished 
stone because she and her husband 
Douglas coi^ld not afford commercial 
grave markers. ^ 

Their two children, Benjamin Jame.s 


and Christa Ann, both died shortly after 
birth of hyaline membrane disease, a 
lung disorder. The family income, Fre¬ 
derick's military pay, was hard-pressed 
to meet medical and ^eral expenses. 

The city park board’s cemetery com¬ 
mittee members took no formal v^te 
but voiced general agreement with the 
intent and purpose of ^ board ordinance 
that permits only granite or bronze 
headstones on graves in Glendale Cem¬ 
etery, owned by the city. 

Members of the cemetery ctwnmittce 
said the governing factor in their deci¬ 


sion was the need for strict adherence 
to policy to insure Glendale would re¬ 
main a "s1k)w place” cemetery. 

One committee member, Gregory 
Gulick, said he sympathized with the 
plight of the family allowing hand¬ 
made headstones would contribute to a 
deteriorating appearance.

UNITED NATIONS (CP) - 
China delivered a blistering 
attack on the Soviet Union in 
the General Assembly Tues¬ 
day aimed especially at Rus¬ 
sian disarmament proposals 
and its Middle East policies. 

Chinese Deputy Foreign 
Minister Oiiao Kuan-hua told 
the assembly that Soviet dis¬ 
armament proposals are 
useless big t^" and warned 
Arab countries that Russia 
■'is more dangerous than an 
open enemy," 

The United States escaped 
relatively U(iscathed from the 
speech. 

C!hiao belittled the Soviel- 
American arms agreement as^ 
having Kttle meaning for the 
rest of the world. 

Chiao, in the first Chinese 
policy speech to the General 
.Assembly since Peking re¬ 
placed Taiwan in tho world 
body last year, reiterated 
China’s foreign policy, and 


spoke out against tenor- 
ist attacks, including the 
"Munich incident." 

"The Chinese government 
has always opposed assassi¬ 
nation and hijacking of indi¬ 
viduals as a means for wag¬ 
ing political struggles and is 
also opposed to terrorists acts 
by individuals or a handful of 
people divorced from the 
masses,” he said. 

The brunt of his attack^on 
the Soviet Union rested on 
this year’s Russi^ proposal 
for the "non-use of force” in 
international relations. 

Clhiao criticized that, by say¬ 
ing there are both just and ■ 
unjust wars and ”if a socialist- 
still wants to be a'socialist, he 
should not op^e all wars in- 
discrim^ately." 

He -SDid China liad nuclear 
weapons for defensive pur¬ 
poses only and sought eventu¬ 
ally to eliminate all nuclear 
^ devices.

Progressive Conservative 
party proposed Tuesday es- 
tabllshment of a joint Canada- 
Vnited States economic com¬ 
mission to improve relations 
between Ottawa and Washing¬ 
ton and keep both countries 
belter informed on mutual 
economic matters. 

The proposal was made in 
two separate policy papers re¬ 
leased by the party in its 
campaign for the Oct. 30 fed¬ 
eral election.

Rot|i papers say a key func- 
tion of a .ioint economic com¬ 
mission would be to-conduct 
specialized studies and hold 
consultations op economic po¬ 
licies.

tions," adcLs the paper on 
trade.

■‘'WANPOWER MINISTER Bryce Mackasey 
xVl at last admits that the Unemployment In¬ 
surance Commission Is “in the red” — to the blues 
tune of $544 million in the first seven months of 
this year. At the end of August when the Toronto 
Globe and Mall reported there were signs of a 
severe nm pn benefits that would push the commis¬ 
sion into a $500 million defldt, Mr. Jteckasey’s 
evasive answer was that there could not be a defi¬ 
cit, because there was no longer a fund to be 
overspent. And, as the Colonist acknowledged at 
the time, in a way he was right: the new unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance program introduced by the min¬ 
ister is designed to pay fbf itself from premiums 
when the national unemployment rate is 4 per cent 
or less; the government pays for everything above 
the 4 per cent level, and all the money goes into • 
and comes out of the government’s consolidated 
revenue. 

But it now turns out that by the end of the 
year there is likely to be a shortfall of $700 million 
or more between the Unemployment Insurance 
Commission’s break-even point and the benefits 
paid out with unemployment running consistently 
more than 6 per cent, and on a far more generous 
scale than in previous years. ’This is $700 million to 
be pEiid by the taxpayers of Canada in addition to 
the premiums most of them pay and to which their 
employers also contribute. For many who have no 


need of protection against unemployment the pre¬ 
miums themselves are simply a form of taxation, 

Mr. Mackasey seems carefree about this great 
reach into the taxpayers’ pockets, having said on 
one occasion that he would not be coui^med if the 
plan paid out $700 more than It took in, and 
being none too explicit about how the $544 million 
"in the red” has been feckoned. He cited the $544 
million as the difference in the amounts of money 
paid out in the first seven months of last year and 
this year — the latter being $1.16 billion — and 
said, ‘Tt is also the approximate amount we are in 
the red.” 

But the minister has a warped view of his cre¬ 
ation. He admits that he “put a bit of a ban on in¬ 
formation from the department” because, he says 
“reporters won’t take an objective look at the 
whole question of unemployment insurance. I 
would rather have the whole thing explained prop¬ 
erly.” Properly, he means, by his own way of think¬ 
ing — which is simply not in line with the facts. 

Mr. Mackasey continues to insist that Cana¬ 
da’s unemployment "insurance” is really insurance 
and not a welfare program — welfare, to use a 
phrase coined by The Ottawa Journal, “through 
the back door.” It bears hardly any resemblance to 
insurance. And one of the best proofs of that is its 
enormous deficit which must be made up from gen¬ 
eral taxation. 



Allied to Anarchy 


“You mean we’re going to learii to play hockey, too?’ 


T he three-day CONFERE^E on the fu¬ 
ture of Northern Ireland called by William 
Whitelaw, secretary of state for the province, dis¬ 
closed broad agreement of those attending at Darl¬ 
ington that there should be a regional assembly — 
that is to say a restoration of government at Stor¬ 
mont — and that Ulster should remain a part of 
the United Kingdom as long as the majority of the 
population demanded it. It represented pitiably 
small progress. 

Although the delegates undoubtedly represent-, 
ed a majority, only three of the seven political par¬ 
ties invited attended. They included the Unionists, 
led by Brian Faulkner, premier at the time of the 
suspension of his government, the Alliance and the 
Northern Ireland Labor Party. But absent were 
the parties of dissent, refusing to discuss the tragic 
impasse in their province until their various condi¬ 
tions are met. They are the Social Democratic and 
Labor Party, the Democratic Unionists, the Repub¬ 
lican Labor and the NationaUst Parties. ’They are 
names to remember because they have taken posi¬ 
tions which make any reasonable settlement of the 
Ulster dilemma improbable if not impossible. 

It will be upon the heads of these people that 
responsibility will fall if what a former British 
prime minister, Harold Wilson, predicts should 
occur. He said Tuesday that i^ess the private 
armies of Ulster ere speedily dissolved, public opin¬ 
ion in Britain will demand the withdrawal of 
troops. In such case civil war would seem to be in¬ 
evitable. , 

Mr. Wilson may be counted an alarmist by 
those who still hope and work for peace, but he has 
every reason to maintain that the nation faces “an 
irreconcilable deadlock” in Ulster and that the 


army and police are exposed to what is 
uncontroll^ gun-law.” 

Mr. Wilson himself is opposed to the withdraw¬ 
al of troops, appreciating that the consequence 
would be chaos. But he warns Britain’s Prime 
Minister Edward Heath that the British public will 
not much longer tolerate the army’s current role 
unless the Ulster militants, both ^oman Catholic 
and Protestant, are disarm^. 

It is all very well to make these pronounce¬ 
ments; but Mr. Wilson offers no suggestion as to 
how the radicals might be induced to surrender 
their weapons. Both sides claim they need them for 
self-defence, that they do not trust the army. There 
are 100,000 licensed firearms in the sbc counties, 
and thousands more unregistered. And they keep 
coming in, by purcheise and by gift from so-called 
patriots abroad. 

Arms raids are not the answer. The army has 
been engaged in a patient search for weapons ever 
since it arrived. It has discovered only a tiny frac¬ 
tion of the arsenal known to exist. 

If a purely military solution is impossible —' 
and everyone agrees that it is — the only hope is in 
the political approach. But the politicians .who will 
use it, if they are to make any progress at all, must 
talk to one another. They must be men who 
will leave no political vacuum that the terrorists of 
the Irish Republican Army’s Provisional Wing will 
be delighted to fill. 

The sullen politicians who refused to talk to 
Mr. Whitelaw and the leaders who did turn up at 
Darlington should be condemned for deliberately 
sabotaging the well-intentioned quest for compro¬ 
mise. 

These men who pose as patriots are in truth 
allied to anarchy.

A Widespread Political Cynicism 


r E program had just gone 
off tlie air, with McGo¬ 
vern lieutenants hitting at 
corruption in the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration — the Watergate 
affair, secret big-mOney 
donors, insiders profiting 
from the Soviet grain deal. 
The comparison was with the 
scandals in the ’20s of Warren 
G. Harding and his cronies. 
One anonymous woman 
viewer * called with this com¬ 
ment: 

"Yes, that all may be true. 
But if I have to choose be¬ 
tween a crook and a fool I’ll 
take a crook.” 

' ★ ★ ★ 

This rather disparaging 
view of the two candidates 
reflects what may well be a 
widespreeul cynicism as to a 
chcMce of evils in the presiden¬ 
tial election. It reflecU. too, a 
cynical indifference toward 
the allegations of corruption 
brought by the Democratic 
exposition with the criminali¬ 
ty of political espionage paid 
for by secret and pertiaps ille¬ 
gal funds. Any parallel with 
the Harding scandals can 
bring little comfort t) the 
McGovern camp. 

Although the money in¬ 
volved was small by compari- 
the scandals of that era 
were far gaudier. Two 
members of the Harding cabi¬ 
net, Attorney General Harry 
M. Daugherty and Secretary 
of the r Interior Albert Fall, 
were directly Involved. Fall 
served a prison term for in¬ 
volvement with a bribe In a 
little black bag over leasing 
ot oil reserves transferred 
from the Navy to Interior. 

Teapot Dome, the centre of 
those rich reserves, became a 
household word. Yellowing 
newspaper files show a strik¬ 
ing resemblance to events 
today. In early 1924 Demo*^ 
crats in Senate and House 
were calling for tha Impeach¬ 
ment and prosecutiem of 
Daugherty, Fall and Secre¬ 
tary of fte Navy Edwin M.

Since Muscle Shoals was the 
heart of public power develop¬ 
ment under a proposed public 
authority, this In the Demo¬ 
cratic view documented his 
subservience to big business. 
The big-business allegation 
sounds much like tray’s 
Democratic line. 

In November Coolidge won, 
widi 382 electoral votes to 136 
for the Democratic candidate, 
John W. Davis. WhUe La Fol- 
lefte polled nearly five million 
votes he took only the 13 Wis¬ 
consin electors.

The Democrats, and here 
that anclwt cliche about his¬ 
tory repeating Itself has a 
doomsday sound, had commit¬ 
ted pu^c suicide at their con* 
ventktb in New York in July. 
After 103 ballots, widi the Ku 
Klux Klan and the Catholi¬ 
cism of Alfred E. Smith In 


fierce conflict, Davis, a Wall 
Street lawyer active in trying 
to bring the United States into 
the League of Nations, was 
the compromise choice. 

Today President Nixon is in 
the White House alive and 
well. So far as the alleged 
scandals go, he has apparent¬ 
ly satisfied public cxinion by 
saying no one pres^itly em¬ 
ployed in his administration 
or in the Committee to Re¬ 
elect the President has any 
connection with the Watergate 
affair. If the public <xinion 
polls are a measure he has 


succeeded in building a moat 
between himself and the 
charges, and he stands like 
the white knight, pure and 
without reproach, almost as 
though he had not been pres- 
idmt during the past four 
years. 

As for the charges, the Wa¬ 
tergate affair has been swept 
under the rug until after the 
election. Any realistic disclo¬ 
sure prior to Nov. 7 depends 
on ccxigressic^al Investiga¬ 
tion. And, if the past is any 
judge, the difference an inves¬ 
tigation could make in the 
next five weeks is slight. 
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r E moot persistent prob¬ 
lem China’s leaders have 
ever faced, dating baric cen¬ 
turies and as true ^ay as 
then, is that of a tendency for 
China’s far-flung provinces to 
go their own way. 

For centuries, right up to 
the time of the Communist 
revolution, it was called war- 
lordism. Since 1949, the Com¬ 
munists have referred to the 
problem as one of “trying to 
create independent king¬ 
doms." 

★ ★ A 

Ihe first majenr purge of the 
Chinese Communist leader¬ 
ship, which occurred in the 
mid-19508, involved ranking 
party officials who were ac¬ 
cused of trying to carve out 
their own "independent king¬ 
doms." 

There has been a veritable 
raft of political struggles over 
the last 20Kxld years resulting 
from provincial lea<Ier8 who 
ignore or otherwise refuse to 
bow to Peking’s directions. 

Although he was sitting in 
the highest councils of the 
central leadership himself, 
the late Defence Minister Lin 
Plao — who died In a plane 
crash in Mongolia just a year 
ago after attempting to over¬ 
throw Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung — now, too, is being ac¬ 
cused of playing the "indepen¬ 
dent kingdom" game. 

Though reluctant to discuss 
the Lin Piao affair, some Chi¬ 
nese officials have disclosed 
in private that Lin was guilty 
of trying to create indepen¬ 
dent bases of power in several 
provinces. 

★ ★ ★ 

One way he did this was to 
have his supporters named to 
important leadership positions 
in those provinces. Another 
was to place stress on faster 
economic development of 
those areas he hoped to con¬ 
trol. 

Visitors to China these days 
see no readily visible signs of 
differences between local and 
national leaders. But the 
more astute obversers have 
noticed that the farther one 
goes from Peking, the more

local officials ignore Peking 
directives and make their own 
decisions. 

Officials at all levels polite¬ 
ly refuse to talk about "In¬ 
dependent kingdoms," warlor- 
dism, provincialism or what¬ 
ever one might call it. 

But clearly it still exists 
and, in its several manifesta¬ 
tions ranging from political 
disharmemy between Peking 
and the provinces to disagree¬ 
ments on economic priorities, 
it Is a matter that occupies 
the attention of Mao, Premier 
Chou En-lai and other ranking 
Chinese officials. 

One indication of the cmi- 
tinuing struggle between cen¬ 
tral and provincial leaders is 
the fact that more than half of 
the chairmen of China’s 29 
Provincial Revolutionary 
Committees (the administra¬ 
tive arm of the government) 
have been changed over the 
last four years. 


I Beg to Differ 


Part of the reason for these 
change is that as reconstruc¬ 
tion of'^the Chinese Communist' 
Party organizations (badly 
battered during the cultural 
revolution) has progressed, 
the provincial party chiefs 
have assumed ccmtrol of the 
Revolutionary Committees. 

No doubt the tighter dis¬ 
cipline of the party officials is 
used by Peking to improve its 
control over the provinces. 

★ ★ ★ 

Another indication that the 
"independent kingdom" ten¬ 
dency still runs strong is 
found in the economic sector. 

Word is beginning to circu¬ 
late that it was Mao Tse- 
tung’s erstwhile heir Lin Piao 

— now labeled a "swindler” 

— who was behind the mas¬ 
sive effort since 1968 to decen¬ 
tralize control of China’s 
economy. 

That meant, in other words, 
that the provinces and lower 


levels looked after their own 
industrial development with¬ 
out relying on central govern¬ 
ment direction or financial 
help. 

It also meant that China’s 
peasants, who make up more 
than 85 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion, were allowed to continue 
owning private plots of farm¬ 
land and to sell their excess 
production in open markets. 

Now central government of¬ 
ficials appear to be trying to 
get a better hold on the na¬ 
tional economy, thus enabling 
them to allocate funds and 
resources to meet national 
rather than provincial re¬ 
quirements and interests. 

All of this is not to say that 
China is faced with the pros¬ 
pect of crumbling national 
unity. 

But the relations between 
Peking and the provinces ob¬ 
viously are strained, and that 
is the source of some political 
concern to the Chinese na¬ 
tional leadership.

Its* two main propos¬ 
als are that there shc^d be 
stlffer penalties for the mer¬ 
chants of hard-core por¬ 


nography, particularly where 
young people are involved, 
and that the legal definition of 
obscenity should be changed 
from the controversial "terw 
dency to diiprave and cor- 
nxt” to material of which the 
effect, "taken as a whole, is 
libo outrage contemporary stan¬ 
dards of decency or humanity 
accepted by the public at 
large." 

★ ★ ★ 

Whether the new definition 
would prove any more work¬ 
able than the old one seems 
doubtful, but at least it avoids 
the endless dispute about who 
is corrupted and whether por¬ 
nography does actual harm. 
And the defence of "literary 
merit” is rightly dropped — 
rightly, because if por¬ 
nography does do harm, it 
must be more potent, and 
therefore more harmful, for 
being weH written. ’ 

This is not an argument, 
however, to which the liberal 
intellectuals took kindly. They 
compared tiie amateurism of 
the Longford Oommlttee with 
the work of the U.S. Commis¬ 


sion on Obscenity, which de¬ 
clared i^at pornography was 
not harmful — and which was 
firmly repudiated by Pres¬ 
ident Nixon. 

But the point of the Long¬ 
ford recommendations is pre¬ 
cisely that, whether or not 
pornography has a psycholo¬ 
gically damaging effect on ad¬ 
dicts, it is extremely distaste¬ 
ful to ordinary men and 
women who are entitled to in¬ 
sist that it should not be 
flaunted. 

Common sense does also 
suggest that, if good literature 
can ennoble its readers, foul 
literature can degrade them; 
that to deperaonalize and 
deromanticlze sex may be da¬ 
maging, and certainly cannot 
be helpful, to the development 
of happy human relationships. 

Noel Coward, who was In 
London for a review of his 
famous comedy, Private 
Lives (whlclf seems notably 
un-shoeWng now), had the 
crispest comment.

Like many long-aettled lta« 
liaii Jews, he is deeply per¬ 
turbed by a widespread and 
apparently growing develc^ 
ment of anti-Semitism here. It 
assumes many forms, from 
the kind of crude attacks in 
right-wing periodicala that 
have been almost unheard of 
elsewhere in western Europe 
since Hitler to physical as¬ 
saults on Jews and damage to 
their property. 

Jewish retailers have been 
subjected to thinly disguised 
boycotts, the firebombing of 
synagogues and, especially in 
Rome, Jewish schoolboys 
have been set upon by roving 
gangs of thugs. 

There doesn’t seem to be a 
guiding hand behind these at¬ 
tacks. But the rise of anti- 
Semitism often Is attributed 
to the strong revival of or- 
gaiuzed Fascism under the 
banner of the so-called Italian 
Social Movement, a party that 
currently attracts the support

of about one-sixth, of Italy’s 
voters. 

But to Serpicb and other 
Jews, the phenomenon ap¬ 
pears more complex. 

Except fbr occasional 
periods, antipathy ^ toward 
Jews as a group as been rare 
in Italian history. During the 
Second World War, the Ger¬ 
mans, with Fascist help, 
rounded up Italiln Jews for 
herding into extermination 
camps ^ an episode poignant¬ 
ly recounted in the movie itie 
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Garden of the Fiiud-Continis. 
from the novel of the same 
name by the Italian-Jewish 
writer Giorgla Bassano. Many 
Italian gentilaa helped Jewish 
neighbors to escape nnd Mus- 
solifd’s oollaboration with the 
Nazi anti-Jewish savagely en¬ 
countered general repug¬ 
nance. 

As Serpico pointed out. 
*‘Tha Jewish oommunlty here 
has never been large and Ita¬ 
lian Jewii ior better or worse, 
are undoubtedly the most as¬ 
similated JeWs of Europe. 
Even after Mussolini imposed 
anti-Semitic laws, under Ger¬ 
man pressure, my family 
never thought of anything but 
remaining Italians. 

"After all, Italian Fascism 
was never anti-Semitic until 
Its final phase, when Musso¬ 
lini was entirely under 
Hitler’s thumb. It wmildn’t 
have made sense." 

So why this burgeoning of 
anti-Semitism now? 

Italian Jews like Serpico 
and David Bari, a Rome jour¬ 
nalist, fear it is something 
more than a resurgence of a 
relatively minor old affliction. 
They befieve it marks the ap¬ 
pearance of something new in 
Italian life. 

"Anti-Seniitism has become 
a political tactic for both the 
right and the left,’’ Bari said. 
"Giorgio Almirante, the neo- 
Fascist leader, disclaims anti- 
Semitism and, for all I know, 
he may even mean it. But 
with or without his con¬ 
nivance, his followers are fan¬ 


ning anti-Semitism to appeal 
to two groups: the students 
and the workers." 

Bari and other observers 
say that the neo-Fasci.sts use 
anti-Semitism to wean stu¬ 
dents away from the commu¬ 
nists and the radical left The 
students previously have been 
Influenced by anti-Israeli sen¬ 
timent, rampant in many Ita¬ 
lian universities where there 
are now a great many Arab 
students. 

Officially, Italy’s big com¬ 
munist party opposes anti- 
Semitism. But it, too, is pro- 
Arab and anti-Israeli. It also 
has leaned toward the Hus- 


Warsaw Pact Chooses 

Headquarters in Lvov 


By MURRAY SEEGER from Moscom 

The Soviet Union is expected to establish a new military 
headquarters for the Warsaw Pack powers of eastern Europe 
in the ancient city of Lvov. 

Before the end of the year, according to diplomatic 
sources, the strategically (boated Ukrainian dty will be 
closed to Western visitors. The city now stands as an island 
In the middle of a large, closed security area. 

'The Soviets reportedly are constructing a new head¬ 
quarters building outside Lvov to house Marshall Ivan Yaku- 
tovsky, the Warsaw Pack commander, and his staff. Their 
headquarters are now assumed to be in the Russian Pentagon 
on Frunze Street in central Moscow. 

Western experts here do not see the move of the head¬ 
quarters as any escalation of Soviet military strength in east¬ 
ern Europe but more of an effort to stren^en the adminis¬ 
trative efficiency of the command structure. 

By locating in Lvov, the headquarters would be close to 
the borders of four major satellite countries — Poland, Hun¬ 
gary. Czechoslovakia and Romania. 

Political analysts said the presence of the headquarters 
■o close to the Soviet western borders could have a 
psychological effect on the satellites, reminding them of the 
Soviet ability to invade as it ^d in Czechoslovakia four years 
ago to overthrow a liberal communist regime. 

The border location might also give the pastern bloc na¬ 
tions a feeling of greater participation in the command opcr;a- 
tion than they have now. 


Lvov, a city of 550,000, has been a centre of eastern Euro¬ 
pean contention for 700 years. 

Founded in the 13th century as the capital of the prin¬ 
cipality of Galicda, it was part of Poland from the 14th to 18th 
centuries. It was then absorbed by the Austro-Hungarian Em¬ 
pire and called Lemberg. 

It was restored in Poland as Lwow (cl^ of the lions) in 
1918. When Hitler conquered Poland atKl split the spoils with 
Stalin, tfie Soviet Union took over Ivov. The PoU^ population 
with its large minority of Annenian and Jewish traders was 
largely scattered or killed by "flie heavy fighting that took 
place in the region during ftie Second World War. The majori¬ 
ty of the population now is Ukrainian.

Martial Law Brings Change 

Manila: No Nonsense 


What a change 10 _ days of 
President Ferdinand Marcos’ 
martial law has wrought in 
the usually self-centred Fili¬ 
pino personality and the here¬ 
tofore unfettered Philippine 
society! 

The cabbie, the coffee shop 
waitress and other working 
people of Manila on the whole 
express relief that authority 
has displaced disorder, that 
Mamla’s random terrorist 
bombings of the past few 
months h^e stopped, that an 
apparent no-nonsense crack¬ 
down on lawlessness has 
made the streets safe again. 

They are much lik^intral- 
alide, free-wheeling teen¬ 
agers, suddenly reined in by 
parental authority.— and dis¬ 
covering they subconsciously 
had been hungering for it. 

These are the immediate re¬ 
sults, in most people’s minds, 
of President Marcos’ audden 
imposition of martial law on 
Sept. 22. There is some grum¬ 
bling over its restraints, 
voiced mainly by peoi^le who 
made their living after dark** 
and are now restricted, in the 
main, to shortened hours due 
to a midnight curfew. Mani¬ 
la’s most frivolous party-go¬ 
ing never started before midr 
night. . 

For the stay-at-home, there 
■till is the aftershock of hav¬ 
ing only limited and unsensa- 
tional newspaper reading, 
radio listening and TV-view- 
Ing. So far only one English- 
language newspaper, a couple 
of TV stations, and a handful

nf radio stations in Manila 
have been allowed to resume 
operations. 'They have all 
been favorable to the Marcos 
administration in the past. No 
new’spaper in the Tagalog lan¬ 
guage, which most people in 
Luzon Island speak, have yet 
been allowed to begin publish¬ 
ing again. 
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As for the other presidential 
commands to overhaul social 
justice, effectively implement 
land reform, and end corrup¬ 
tion in government, the re¬ 
sults are awaited with curiosi¬ 
ty, for the Filipino long has 
been accustomed to political 
jjromises which, somehow, 
are never effectively fulfilled. 

Not all of tfie presidential 
moves of the past 10 days are 
intangible, however, and the 
benefits of a few edicts should 
be reflected very soon. 

'The Malacanang Palace ef¬ 
fort to "reform the Philippine 
society" has included a cut¬ 
back in proposed hikes in 
electric rate increases pro¬ 
posed before martial law. 
There has ako been a wage 
hike order for sugar workers. 
And Chinese-Filipino sugar 
barons have agreed — after a 
few of them were detained for 
a day — to release sugar in 
storage to the market, ending 
a scarcity which had created 
rising prices. 

The Manila housewife also 
has been promised lower 
prices on meat and poultry. 
Bureaucratic inspection fees 
have been eliminated. 

In his campaign to assure 
. and assuage the "little peo¬ 
ple" of the big cty, Marcos 
has also laid down a deadline 
of 15 days for the public

While this 
may be so, the antl-Jewisb 
slurs regularly featured in 
supposedly respectable right- 
wing, journals, like the maga¬ 
zine II Borghese, are close to 
being unique in modem 
Europe. 

Some of H Borghese’s com* 
ments are too obscene to be 
repeated here. But one recent 
quotation is enough to in¬ 
dicate the flavor. Discussing 
Israel’s diplomatic quarrel 
with France’s president 
Georges Pompidou, the maga¬ 
zine alleged that their dif¬ 
ferences “could certainly not 
be a question of race because, 
if that were so, the French 
president, with his nose 
and his dealings as a right- 
hand man of the Rothschilds, 
should be the Israelis’ idol in- 
stead of their enemy. 

n Borghese also frequently 
castigates "the Jews of New 
York and Washington" for 
subverting U.S. policy to the 
purposes of "world Jewry," 
and Italian Jews are si milar ly 
accused of lacking genuine in¬ 
terest in the "national cause." 

A series of abortive rightist 
conspiracies aimed at 
overthrowing the republic has 
been exposed here during the 
past few years. Some have 
been little more than comic 
opera performances. But one 
or two others, involving rank¬ 
ing military men, have been 
potentially more dangerous.

They 
had been used by his guards 
for protection ot minority 
tribes throughout the Philip¬ 
pines from cncroadiing 
"Christian" settlers, loggers 
and ranchers. 

To date, almost 10,000 ille- 
, gal firearms have been turned 
in, it is reported. But there 
are many thousands more 
outstanding. 

The government has under¬ 
scored its crackdown by de¬ 
creeing the death penalty by 
firing squad of the electric 
chair for persons who kill 
Avith firearms when they are 
not authorized to i>osseS8 
giins. And anyone unlawfully 
possessing grenades or explo¬ 
sive devices in subject to 
lO-to-15 year prison penalties. 
Even carrying a knife, except 
when it is needed to earn a 
livelihood, could bring five to 
10 years in prison.

If that happens, it means 
that the number of new hous¬ 
ing units available may fall 
behind the annual outpi^t 
needed to meet the demand 
expected to build up during 
the next five years. 

Housing starts failed to 
meet the target for the five 
years ended 1971 and there 
are questions that the in- . 
dustry can meet the require¬ 
ments now seen for the next 
five years. 

The Housing and Urban 
Development Association of 
Canada says starts this year 
are running more than 12 per 
cent ahead of those of 1971. 
This indicates a total for the 
year of about 245.000 units, up 
from 233,653 a year ago. 

But for the future, an aso- 
ciation research study sees 
some troublesome signs. 
These included manpower 
sl^rtages in some areas, 
some material shokages, lack 
of' serviced land, and the ris¬ 
ing cost of land development. 

"The long period of two to 
three years now required to 
develop raw land and convert 
it into serviced building lots 
means that demand must be 
anticipated long .in advance of 
sales," the association says. 

"The land development 
process has become so com- 
I)lex, so time-consuming and 
so costly that a severe short¬ 
age is developing in most 
urban centres. The' rising cost 
of land reflects these delays." 

The long-term housing de¬ 


mand is forecast in a Toronto 
Dominion Bank study as m 
excess of 1.25 million units 
during the five years to 1976. 
That means an average of 
250,000 completions a year, 
which translates into about 
260.000 starts a year. 

This will require a capital 
Investment of about JuL- 
llon, compared wl^i about $18 
billion in the previous five 
years. 

"With reasonable govern¬ 
ment policies/' the bank says, 
"the years to 1976 should 
witness a substantial Increase 
in the stock of housing avail- 
ftbte to Canadians, and such 
growth also emphasizes the 
need for large sums of mort¬ 
gage money." 

“The projected housing 
needs will, we feel, be met by 
Canada's builders and mort¬ 
gage institutions." 

Others see problems in 
meeting these targets. 

J. E. Toten, vice-president 
for {banning and economics cf 
the Bank of Montreal, s£^s 
housing activity seems likely 
to flatten out in 1973. 

The Toronto Dominion 
study also sees some prob¬ 
lems for 1973. 

"With business capital 
spending rising strongly next 
year and with unemployment 
rates on the decline, mone¬ 
tary policy might be expected 
to be somewhat less acc^- 
modative. 

"On this premise, new 
mortgage approvals — and 
hence $tarf^— can be expect¬ 
ed to decline somewhat in 
197.3."

Among those being warned 
about what an increase could 
mean arc parents of toddlers 
attending the Jiminy Crickets 
kindergarten in Saanich. 

Administrator Alfred Pet- 
tersen sent a letter out to 
such parents this week, listing 
what future fees will be if the 
minimum is raised to $2 per 
hour and to $2-50. Pettersen 
said that the increased costs 
to his firm, of course, would 
Ik? passed on to the parents. 

Increases, he figures, would 
range from $5 to $12 jTtr 
month if the minimum wage 
were raised from $1.50 to $2 
and would range fiom $10 to 
$24 if it went up to $2.50. 

Pettersen said in an inter¬ 
view that he employed a few 
at or near the minimum wage 
but experienced personnel 
were making considerably 
more, depending upon the job. 

“However, an increase at 
the lower levels would also 
mean that all wages would 
have to be increased," he 
added. 

Pettersen also claims that 
lie would be unable to reduce 
staff or increase the size of 
classes in order to compen¬ 
sate for the increase. 

One of the factors that will 
help to decide the new fee 
schedule is the enrolment, 
which Pettersen says he ex¬ 
pects will decline when 
parents arc faced with in¬ 
creases. 

"I'm not alone in this con¬ 
cern." said Pettersen. adding 
that he knew of a restaurant 
owner that is prepared to sell 
his business if and when the 
minimum wage Is Increased.

The alderman's anger was 
sparked by a recent letter to 
Mayor Peter Pollen from 
Louis Finamore, general 
manager orthe Empress. 

In his letter, Finamore com¬ 
mended the city for wanting 
to clear the Causeway in front 
of the hotel of barkers selling 
conducted tours on various 
vehicles, ranging from dou¬ 
ble-decker buses to horse- 
drawn carriages. 

The practice, the letter 
said, was turning "the jewel 
of Victoria into an out-of-con¬ 
trol carnival much to the in¬ 
convenience of our hotel 
guests." 

The race for thO tourist dol¬

He pointed out that the 
Empress Hotel had all sorts 
of exclusive arrangements 
with a number of sightseeing 
firms that allowed barkers to 
sell tour tickets on hotel prop¬ 
erty to the exclusion of all 
other firms. 

He also said Canadian Pa¬ 
cific, which owns the 
Empress, was selling tours of 
the <JTly from their ships 
operating between Victoria 
and Seattle. 

"And when they unload the 
passengers on the CP docks 
at the Inner Harbor, only 
those firms paying commis¬ 
sion to the CPR are permitted 
to sell tickets on the docks," 
Olafson said. 


Empress Hotel Criticizes 
other operators, the same 
criticism can be levelled at 
them," he added.

The charge comes from a 
man who has been a fisher¬ 
man for 23 years and seems 
to know what Is going on 
anK)ng the "hardcore trolling 
fleet" In Victoria. 

Dick Williams. 41-ycar-old 
owner of Ihe vessel Scabcam, 
atUcks the federal govern¬ 
ment buy-back scheme be¬ 
cause he, says its appraisers 
have been quoting prices 
which are "right out of sight." 

Price Cited 

"They give jackass valua¬ 
tions and seem to pull figures 
right out of the sky,” he said. 

And as ^ example he said 
the federal government’s buy¬ 
back committee goofed when 
it paid $49,750 for a Victoria 
area troller when the top 
price offered on the open 
market was only $43,000. 

Williams feels the buy-back 
scheme, which is aimed at 
limiting salmon licences and 
thus reducing the size of the 
B.C. fleet, has its place but 
not in its present form. 

Not Aloue 

And when it comes to criti¬ 
cism of the buy-back scheme, 
which began in 1968, Williams 
is far from alone in Victoria. 

"We get more flak from 
Victoria over the scheme than 
from anywhere else," a buy¬ 
back official recently confided. 

What makes Victoria area 
fishermen so militant? 

The answer could be that 
Victoria fishermen are mainly 
troUers and as that section of 
Uie fishing IndusUy is the 
least crowded, they feel the 
scheme is not needed. 

Jobs Cut 

Talks with fishermen in the 
past few days at Fishermen’s 
Wharf produced claims that 
the buy-back scheme apprais¬ 
al^ have "astounded marine 
surveyors in the business" 
and reducing the fleet size 
only adds to unemployment. 

Few fishermen seem to 
care that by reducing the 
fleet the committee is also re¬ 
ducing th^ competition. 

Norman Arnold, 51, of 1066 
Summit! Avenue recently sold 
his boat Iriquols n to the buy¬ 
back people and has quit the 
business. 


Bay. 


"I call that a ripoff. If the 


Arnold said while the com¬ 
mittee had bought back junk 
boats to get their salmon li¬ 
cences, it had also bought 
new vessels. 

"Now it's obvious that if 
you’re going to tear down 
houses you wouldn’t pick on 
the new ones." 


First priority should be to 
get all the junk off the water, 
he said. 

Axfiold has 18 years fishing 
experience and is quitting to 
return to carpentry. 

His parting shot at an in- 
dujJtry, which he says is "run¬ 
ning out of fish," is aimed at 


fish packers. He feels they ex¬ 
ercise too much control over 
the industry 80 that "no matter 
how well you may be doing 
pound-wise you may not do 
well money-wise.”

Approval of the application 
for a rate increase from $4.50 
to $5 a month, the brief says, 
would be ignoring the wishes 
of all levels of government. 

The brief says Edmonton 
was too far from Victoria to 
give residents an opportunity 
to be heard. 

^ ■"Physically. Edmonton is 
on the other side of the Conti¬ 
nental Divide and financially, 
it is light years away from 
Victoria, particularly to those 
people on limited incomes 
who make up such a large 
part of Victoria’s population 
and who rely so heavily on 
cablevision scr\icc." 

Groos also points out that 
the city of Victoria was de¬ 
nied access to information 
about the cablevision firm's 
financial status. 

“Surely, the financial posi¬ 
tion of the applicant is fun¬ 
damental to the merits of.Any 
rate increase, particularly in 
a monopolistic field such as 
cablevision," the brief says. 

“Although I tried to main¬ 
tain an open mind as to the 
merits of this application., 1 
find it difficult to comprehend 
how this applicant can expect 
anything but opp^f^on fi^)m 
its subscribers to ^*yate in¬ 
crease when it will not make 
its financial position clear." 

Groos also says that a small 
newspaper advertisement 
which invited the public to 
support hteantervention at the 
hearing brought response 
from nearly 1,000 citizens. 

The city of Victoria didn’t 
prepare a brief, but is repre¬ 
sented iTt the hearing by an 
Edmonton lawyer, who will 
also request that a hearing be 
held on the West Coast. 


Carl Gark, 26. owner of the 
troller Starlet, is from Camp¬ 
bell River but currently is 
trying to sell his boat In Vic¬ 
toria. 

While he may consider ap¬ 
proaching the buy-back com¬ 
mittee when it visits Victoria 
he is hesitant because he feels 
it creates unemployment. 

Instead of spending cash re¬ 
ducing the fleet, he said he 
would rather build hatcheries 
and restock streams ruined 
by indiscriminate logging. 

Strong Support 

In Nanaimo, president of 
the Pacific TroUers Associa¬ 
tion, Lawrence Jones, said the 
buy-back scheme was not 
working judging by tiie num¬ 
ber of boats retired. 

The key is tonnage and that 
didn't appear to be dropping 
but rather the efficiency of 


the fleet was improving as 
larger boats were IxHight 
using the buy-t»ack system. 

One strong proponent of the 
scheme is Michael Gunn of 
390 Quayle in Saanich. 

"We must have a regulated 
industry for the health of the 
industry," the former school 
teacher said. 

Buy-back was the best fleet • 
reducing scheme because it 
was strictly voluntary. 

Bad Chatter 

And claims that tlie fleet 
size had not been reduced 
enough for fishermen to no 
tice were "unsubstantiated" 
according to Gunn, a former 
PTA representative on the 
buy-back committee. 

He said he kept a record id 
1971 of boats fishing in dilrect 
competition with him. There 
were 50 but this season they 
weren't there on the normal 
fishing grounds. "V 

Buy-back manager Doug 
Boll of Vancouver has heard 
many of the arguments for 
and against the scheme and 
he feels its biggest enemy Is 
misinformation. 

"In these days of radios and 
radio - telephones, fishermen 
are notorious for their chitter- 
chattcr. 

“I can say one thing in the 
morning In Vancouver and get 
a call from a fisherman in 
Prince Rupert that afternoon 
who has a hopelessly twisted 
version of what I said." 

To ccanbat confusion and 
misinformation the fisheries 
department has published a 
question and answer brochure 
about buy-back.

Teen Tour Buses Hit the Roads 


VALDOSTA. Ga. — There ia 
no limit'to how far a teen< 
ager can go these d«y«> 
Dozens of them from Val<)os- 
ta. Ga., for instance, take off 
each year in their own buses 
for a tour of Mexico. Others 
travel the western United 
States, living in the buses they 
have outfitted for cooking and 
sleeping. 

Any weekend some might 
visit Cape Kennedy, Fla., or 
Atlanta's Six Flags Over 
Georgia attraction. Many 
have toured Canada. Even 
Europe is being eyed by this 
group of about 200 adven- 
turtsoma kids who call thern< 
selves "Action Trav’lers" and 
pay their own way from earn- 
ings at odd jobs. The club is 
^strictly non-profit. Nobody is 
^aid for any work. ^ 

The motto is the organiza¬ 
tion, incorporated under the 
name Adventuretours. is: 
"We bc'ieve that constructive 
activity builds character and 
confidence in youth. Travel is 
but a rewaid. 

The reward comes in tlie 
form of Maxitours. Mlnltours, 
Mexitours. and Westemtours. 

The Action Travelers own 
two buses, purchased at low 
cost from a large busline. As¬ 
sisted by adult advisers, they 
repaint^ and reupholstered 
the buses, constructed seats 
that fold into beds, and in¬ 
stalled cooking equipment. 
The engines were oveihauled 
by 15 to IS-year-olds. Boys 
and girls aged U through 14 
hjfctped with minor jobs. 

*^^te one^ does not just re¬ 
pair a bus in the family 
garage, the group has plans 
on the 41 'ewing board for a 
club building, unlike that of 
any other club for youth, to be 
located on a five-acre tract of 
land. The usual recreation 
areas, of course, will include 
a swimming pool and tennis, 
shuffleboard, and basketball 
courts, all to be built by the 
Action Trav’lers themselves. 

Mostly, however, there will 
be space for the club's bus 
repair and reconditioning 

projects, including air-condi¬ 
tioning, diesel and gasoline 

engines, transmissions, body 
work, painting, electrical 

work, plumbing, welding, 

equipment design, and wood¬ 


working. all with t|>e aid of 
adult volunteers. 

As time" and finances per¬ 
mit, Action Travelers also 
plan to use their expertise to—. 
convert more buses for es¬ 
tablishment of additional 
clubs. They already have or' 
ganized clubs In nearby Adel 
and in Atlanta. 

Incredible? Not at all. says 
Robert Winter UI. 28-year-o)d 
photographer for the Valdosta 
Dally Times, who came up 
with the Action Trav'ler idea. 

It was Winter's photography 
that led him as a teen-ager to 
tour Mexico each summer. 
During one such visit the 
Mexitour idea came to him as 
a means of sharing adven¬ 
tures with other teen-agers. 

The group started with a 
half-dozen youngsters who 
paid dues and earned money 
at part-time jabs. Poeding 
their funds and caihping on 
the ground, they visited such 
places as Mexico Oty. Aca¬ 
pulco, and Monterey by au¬ 
tomobile. Later, larger groups 
saw the Carlsbad Caverns. 
Old Tucson, and the Grand 
Canyon in borrowed school 
buses. Eventually, they con¬ 
verted an old. donated school 
bus into a mobile camper. 

As Adventuretours grew, 
boys and girls from many 
backgrounds became a part of 
this challenging "do it your¬ 
self" organization. 

Winter’s faithful coot- 
ganizer. Lucien H^tzendorff, 
helps to run the group's activ¬ 
ities, but the youngsters have 
had much help froni other 
adults who believe in UiTa ac¬ 
tivity — like Pete Livinfl^n 
and his wife, Sadie. Livingston 
is an oil company emi^oyee 
who has driven over 30,000 
miles f<w the Action Travel¬ 
lers.. His only reimbursement 
is the affectian of the young¬ 
sters wbo travel with him. 

Mrs. Livingston chaperones 
and keeps books for the club 
and serves as unofficial cost- 
cuttef. 

Some local business es¬ 
tablishments have sponsored 
deserving youths on the tours. 
Others have made donations 
to the club treasury. For the 
most part, however, the kids 
have paid their own ways.

(Each youngster pays $225 for 
the three-week trip to Mexico 
and the same amount for the 
25-day western U.S. tour.) 

"Profits” from the dues and 
trips go entirely toward pay¬ 
ing for the camper buses 
(financed at a special low 
rate by a local bank) and 
their maintenance, as well as 
for materials to carry out 
constructive projects for the 
members. For example, the 
group has scheduled the re¬ 
building of a diesel engine to 
be used as a spare. 

There is a close group 
spirit. Action Trav'lcrs must 
share such daily responsi¬ 
bilities as making and break¬ 
ing camp, cooking, cleaning 
and servicing the diesel 
buses. 

It takes a lot of work, but it 
also makes for a lot of fun.

Kenneth Solly, deputy sc- 
crelary-general for the British 
National Society for Menaliy 
Handicapped Children, Lon¬ 
don and Inger C3aesson, sec¬ 
retary of the Swedish minister 
of education and culture, 
Stockholm, both said that few 
mentally retarded persons 
have any meaningful -spare- 
time activities. 

As well, for mentally re¬ 
tarded persons to use their 
leisure in a meaningful way 
they need considerable help to 
learn how to do so, the two 
speakers said. 

Mrs. Claesson described 
how a grexip of normal adoles¬ 
cents had begun to work with 
a group of mentally retarded 
adolescents. 

"Most of the mentally re¬ 
tarded adolescents gained in 
.self-confidence and learned 
quite a lot.” she said. “Their 
pormal companions, too, 
-^arned a great deal: Ifow im¬ 
portant social training is; that 
it demands a carefully- 
prepared educational method; 
and that most of the retarded 
adolescents were under-e.s- 
timated by their parents.” 

The retarded group had to 
learn, in many instances 
through tedious repetition and 
rote work with their normal 
companions, such seemingly 
simple things as how to get to 
a meeting place on a bus, for 
mstance. or how m handle 
money or how to stop for a 


snack and chat at a coffee 
shoo. 

Bolly sakt that wme form of 
physical education activity, 
no matter how limited to the 
abilities of the teveraly han>.. 
dlcapped person, offers “the 
of^rtunlty to stare in lively 
physical movement in com¬ 
pany with others.” It should 
be a part of all programs, he 
added. 


“Experience indicates ^ the 
special need" the retarded 
have for constant stimulation. 
The initiative is lacking which 
will enable a child to Join In, 
or to stay In, without con* 
tinuai encourageAient.” 

This calls for special de* 
mands on the physical educa^ 
tion staff.- he said. But the re¬ 
wards are worth it. 


Solly described the resulta 
of some of the retarded groups 
he had worked with, Including 
progress in tabk tennis, 
swimming and canoeing. 

Leisure means the free 
choice of how one spends hi.s 
time and the same Is true for" 
retarded persons, he said. But 
for the retarded there often is 
too much unused leisure.

Oak Bay Crash _ 

Driver Admitted 
Being Impaired, 

Witness Says 


“I know I’m impaired. I 
don’t care about myself or my 
car. I just hope that boy 
lives." 

A Victoria police constable 
quoted that statement in B.C. 
Supreme Court Tuesday as 
having been made spontane- 
ously by the driver of one car 
involved in a two*car accident 
at the Oak Bay junction about 
1:15 a.m. March 5. 

The policeman. Constable 
Douglas Richardson, was tes- 
tifying at the trial of that 
driver, Wayne Rlcjiard 'True¬ 
man. 25, of 340 Island High¬ 
way, charged with criminal 
negligence causing death in 
connection with the accident 
in which Ronald Morris, 21, of 
2720 Foul Bay Road died. 

Richardson said Trueman 
made the statement spontane¬ 
ously after he had taken a 
breath-anal>'sis test at the 
Victoria police station nearly 
two hours after the accieent. 

He told court the results of 
the test gave Trueman a 
blood-alcohol reading of .13 
fier cent. (The legal limit for 
driving is .08 per cent.) 

Colonist reporter Barbara 
McLintock testified she saw 
Trueman at the accident 
scene about 1:20 or 1:25 a.m. 
He was on the street near the 
cars, she said, and appeared 
dazed and shocked. 

The defence will open its 
case when the trial resumes 
this morning before Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Peter Seaton and a jury 
of 10 men and two women. 
Crown counsel is Brian Smith, 
assisted by C. D. Skillings: 
defence counsel is Harold 
Tumham. 

In another trial, this one in 
Victoria County Court,* the ac¬ 
cused, William Dawson Her- 
riot, took the stand in his own 
defence Tuesday and told 
court he invited young boys 
over to his home only so he 
could work with them in his 
professional capacity as a so¬ 
cial worker. 

Herriot, 29. of Mark Lane in 
the Highlands district, is 
being tried by Judge M. L. T. 
Drake and an all-male jury on 
a four-count charge, all in¬ 
volving the commission of 
certain sexual acts with two 
juvenile boys. 

On the stand he said he was 
supervisor of the attiendance 
centre, operated by the Fami¬ 


ly Court as an after>achdoI' 
program for about 40 delin¬ 
quent boys. He had been 
workiiHl there for about 2H 
years. 

Herriot said he look boys 
from the centre and from an¬ 
other youth group he worked 
with to his cabin at Mark 
Lane sometimes at weekends 
for r^abilitative programs. 

The two juveniles named in 
the charge had not been 
members of either group, but 
Herriot had begun similar 
work with them <Hi^a volun¬ 
teer basis because he felt they 
needed it, he said. 

He emphatically denied 
having had any sexual contact 
with any of the boys he had 
brought out or have ever hav¬ 
ing had any homosexual rela¬ 
tionships. 

He stated that an accumula¬ 
tion of certain pictures, books 
and magazines which had 
been found at his home by 
police had been acquired 
when he was doing an in-' 
depth study ot homosexuality 
for a university thesis in 1967 
and 1968. The topic had been 
drawn by lot; he had not cho¬ 
sen it, he said. 

The crown concluded its 
case Tuesday morning with 
testimony by one of the juve¬ 
niles involved. He said he had 
visited Herrolt’s cabin twice, 
both times with the other boy 
named in the charge. 

On both occasions mari¬ 
juana was smoked and cer¬ 
tain sexual acts committed, 
he said. On the stand Herriot 
also denied ever having given- 
any boy drugs of any sort. 

This trial also cOTtinues, 
today. Crown counsel is Cecil 
Branson.

For Bevjeral years now I havs been 
beating tfae big drum on behalf of Uttes, 
for to me these are Just about tbs most 
satisfying flowers that can be grown In 
the home garden. 

Not only are the new hybrids Incre¬ 
dibly beautiful in the garden, often with 
fragrance that can be detected from 
many yards away, but there is a de¬ 
light feeling of extravagance and sin¬ 
ful luxury, in being able to use UHes as 
cut flowers in the house — something 
like sleep^g between satin sheets or 
bathing In champagne. One of my out- 
of-town visitors this summer wouldn't 
believe the cut lilies on our dinner table 
were real ones until she caught the 
tccnt. 


In selecting a site for die fall plant¬ 
ing of lily bulbs, I think it is wise to 
keep in mind the need for good air 
clrculaticxi around and between the 
plants. As with roses, lilies always 
seem to be much freer from mildew 
and other blights when they are grown 
right out in the open rather than tucked 
away in some sheltered comer where 
there is little air movement. I think 
perhaps the airborne disease spores and 
pests have more difficulty in making a 
safe landing on plants in a breezy loca¬ 
tion. 


I Unlike roses and peonies, which are 
I anti-social creatures, lilies seem to 


enjoy the company of other plants and 
are never happier than when growing 
up through a ground cover of some 
shallow-rooting plants, or with fore¬ 
ground plant£^ to ihide their roots 
and lower stenu. I think they look bet¬ 
ter in company, too, for their tall items 
need the tempering influence and eon- 
trasUng effect of low-growing plants 
such as pinks, violas, thyme, or my fa¬ 
vorite-weed, Creeping Charlie. 

lilies and pansies make a particular¬ 
ly happy combination. It is 
though, to grow lilies closaJa nis»tlnes, 
cucumbers, tomato plants or tulipa, for 
these plan ts^ ca n be carriers of virus 
diseases fafl^|p lilies without showing 
any symptom^hemselves. 

Every garden book you pick up de¬ 
mands moist but well-drained soli for 
lilies; this is because the roots can 
perish in a matter of hours if the soil is 
ever permitted to dry out completely, 
while these same roots would rot in 
poorly drained ground where puddles 
are allowed to stand over the bulbs in 
wet weather. 

The trick here is to select a spot 
where the soil drains perfectly — per¬ 
haps on a slight slope or in a raised bed 
— then dig in plenty of organic matter 
to act as a sponge and retain a reserve 
of moisture for use in dry weather — 
what you might call a moisture bank. 

In regard to this organic matter, 


moat garden books warn against the use 

manure in lUy beds: I have never 
Bound It harmful. It Is true that fresh 
spiff esa be poisonous to the bulbs ~ as 
it Is to every other i^ant — but old, well 
rotted manure mixed thoroughly and in¬ 
timately with the toil can do nothing 
but good. Failing manure, use dam¬ 
pened peat most plus a light sprinkle of 
a high-phoaphate fertilizer such as 
U-4»4). 

No lily can prosper without at least a 
little sun. They will tolerate light or 
partial shade, for instance, the shifting 
pattern of dappled sunlight filtering 
through the high branches 
leafed trees. Shade cast by buildings or 
by low-branched evergreaps is too 
gloomy for these plants. 

The lily has the reputation of being 
as fussy as a peony in regard to plant¬ 
ing depth, which I don't think is quite 
true. The thing to remember is that a 
lily bulb can pull Itself deeper into the 
ground with its contractile roots, but it 
cannot move upward. If you must err, 
then err on the side of shallow planting, 
with loose soil under the bulb. 

Actually, each kind of lily has its 
own most-favored planting depth, and 
this information is usually supplied by 
the bulb merchant. If It isn't, you won't 
go too far wrong if you plant four 
inches deep, measured from the top of 
> the bulb.

The 
animal on the screen, he 
knows, is an impostor, with¬ 
out odor, substance, warmth 
or sensuality. 

We wandered first into the 
horse bams. There was some 
question about how the boy 
would perform. He had re¬ 
cently been on an automobile 
trip to Colorado with his 
mother and father, and had 
seen horses and cows In the 
fields. He had learned to say 
horse and cow, but the ques¬ 
tion now was whether he 
would remember. 

We \valked down a row of 
stalls occupied by Appaloosas. 
that most spectacular of 
breeds. 

"Horsey!” the boy said. 

"Horse," I corrected. I 
have always despised the use 
of a "y" ending on simple 
nouns.

DUNCAN -' llte Yukon te a 
wild land and it look stnmg 
men to adapt to iti fierce 
winter! and rugged terrain. 
One nu^h man. who has come 
to know UuA. Yakon the way 
most people know their own 
town is Clifford Fisher, who ih 
perhaps better known as 
Yukon Bud. 

After spending 13 yean in 
4ie Yiri^, recently 

moved to Duncan with his 
wife in oi^r to spend the rest 
of his yean near his two -chil¬ 
dren. who are married and 
living in the Cowichan Valley. 

Yukon Bud. who is 72, said 
he went noi;th in 1929, ori the 
suggestion of *an uncle who 
had taken the gold trail north 
in 1898. Bud was then living in 
Pennsylvania. 

, For several years Yukon 
Bud trapi>ed and carried the 
mail by dogsled between the 
isolated Vukon communities. 
He also spent som^ time i)ro« 
specting during his early 


years in the Yukon. He said ' 
the prefix “Yukon” was 
added to his name by the In¬ 
dians. 

But spent six years travel^ 
hig in the Yukon wilderness, 
and them decided to begin a 
freight transport business. Be¬ 
tween 1935 and 1953 Bud’s 
tractor train outfit carried 
supplies througHout the 
Yukon. 

^ His years in the North have' 
provided Bud with a deep 
knowledge of it, and he likes 
t ) relate some of his adven¬ 
tures. Like the time he was 
driving, a tractor across The 
Peley River, and the ice gave 
way. ' w

TTie temi)erature was 

ahiHit 35 below at the time, 
and I, w^t under about ten 
feet, but I came up again. I 
got out'and was lucky, be¬ 
cause 1 didn’t freeze any (oes 
or fingers. We had a raboosf 
nearby w'hich I warmed ui) in. 
Rut we had to slay there two 


days trying So get that ^aotor 
out, and the temperature 
dipped to 65 below.” 

But also had many run;in8 
wfth the Yukon wildlife, whfch 
he has learned to respect 

“I don’t like to kill any^ing 
unless 1 need. It to survive. I 
like to see game, and I like to 
see it alive. It’s there if you 
need It for survival.’* he said. 

“After all, it's their 
country, and we are tblT’ in¬ 
truders, so 4 don't kill any* 
thing unless I need it. A 
Grissly may live on a moun¬ 
tain for his whole life, never 
travelling more than ted 
miles from it. If you go up on 
that mountain, you may in 
for trouble, because he is 
going to defend it.” 

^d described an episode 
which occurred when he was 
on a mail run l)etween Mayo 
and Mmto Bridge, and his 
«dog team ^topped, refusing to 
go ahead. 

“I couldn't figure out why 


until I lo(4^ around, and 
there, on a beikh above us 
were about 25 wolves, looking 
straight at us.

Barrett Plans Lottery 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Premier Bar¬ 
rett said Tuesday night B.C. will have a 
provincial lottery as soon as the New De¬ 
mocratic Party government gets around 
to (^anizing it. 

The premier, speaking on an open-line 
program on New Westminster radio sta¬ 
tion CKNW, said a provinci§il lottery 
would be introduced "as soon as we can 
have a good go.” 

“But we’ve got an awful lot of legisla¬ 
tion on our plate at this point... I don’t 


want to give a specific date and disappoint 
anybody,” Barrett said. 

Ban^t also said he has asked Provin¬ 
cial Secretary Ernie Hall to ask each of 
the 10 Social Credit members of the next 
Legislature to tell him who their leader is. 

He said plans for the legislative session 
opening Oct. 17 are complicated because 
the NDP has no idea who will be leading 
the opposition. 

Barrett said he knows former premier 
W. A. C. Bennett will not be on hand 


when the session opens, but said he has 
had no communication from Bennett since 
the NDP cabinet was sworn in following 
the Aug. 30 election. 

Bennett was re-elected in Okanagan 
South, but said later that he will resign 
the seat. . 

Barrett also said he has no plans to 
try and match Bennett’s 20-year reign as 
premier. He said he hopes to lead the NDP 
through two more elections and then ask 
the party to find another leader. 


Environment Canada ^12,000 
Charging B. C. Rail. 'J’o 
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VANCOUVER (CP) — En¬ 
vironment Canada said Tues¬ 
day that charges are being 
laid by the fisheries service 
against British Columbia 
Railway following two slides 
in spring (chinook) salmon 
spawning areas in northwes¬ 
tern B.C. last week. 

The slides temporarily 
blocked the Bear River, about 
240 miles northwest of Prince 


George, leaving silt deposits 
and debris on the spawning 
grounds. 

A news release from the 
Vancouver office of Environ¬ 
ment Minister Jack Davis 
said "slides were triggered by 
roadbed construction along¬ 
side the river.” 

The provincially-owned rail¬ 
way is constructing an exten¬ 
sion of its line to Dease Lake 
and it goes along the river. 


Fisheries service staff Sat¬ 
urday flew into the area to 
check any slide and damage 
to the fishery, the release 
said. 

It also said it was the first 
charge laid against a provin¬ 
cial corporation under amend¬ 
ments to the Fisheries Act 
last fall allowing such charges 
against government corpora¬ 
tions.

VANCOUVER (CP) — En- 
vironment Minister Jack 
Davis said Tuesday Canada 
will renegotiate the interna¬ 
tional Pacific salmon fisheries 
treaty with a view to increas¬ 
ing Canadian fishermen's 
share of salmon heading 
through international waters 
to the Fraser River. 

United States and Chadian 
fishermen now have a 50-50 
split in the fish, but Davis 
said in an interview the reno- 
gotiation — to begin as soon 
as possible — would aim at 
cutting the U.S. fishermen's 
share to possibly 25 per cent. 

He said Canada does not 


want a proposed $7 million 
U.S. appropriation toward 
construction of Fraser spawn¬ 
ing channels and is prepared 
to put up the total $14 million 
cost in order to get more of 
the Fraser sockeye fishery. 

Under the treaty the U.S. 
put up half the cost of rehabil¬ 
itating Fraser runs following 
the Hell’s Gate slide in the 
Fraser Canyon in 1913, and in 
return shares half the run.s 
which go through. Juan dc 
Fuca Strait to the Fraser. 

There have been recurring 
disputes over sharing of the 
catch and Davis said it is 
time to re-evaluate the Fraser 


fishery ' in relation to other 
runs in B.C. rivers. 

U.S. fishery authorities 
have been calling for renego- 
tiation of the treat according 
to dollar value. Davis said. 

U. S. fishermen intercept 
Canadian salmon running to 
the Nass and Skeena rivers in 
northwestern B.C., he said, 
and Canadian officials believe 
the Americans have had the 
best part of the bargain.

Mother Grave Error 


DES MOINES, Iowa (UPI) — A mu¬ 
nicipal committee said Tuesday the 
homemade headstones a young mother 
placed on the graves of her two infant 
children should be removed because 
they detracted from the appearance of 
the city’s “showplace” cemetery. 

Mrs. Cynthia Frederick, 21, had 
worked more than 100 hours, pouring 
the concrete headstones and sanding 
them until they looked like polished 
stone because she and her husband 
Douglas could not afford commercial 
grave markers. 

Their two children, Benjamin James 


and Christa Ann, both died shortly after 
birth of hyaline membrane disease, a 
lung disorder. 'Hie family income, Fre¬ 
derick’s military pay, was hard-pressed 
to meet medical and funeral expenses. 

The city park board’s cemetery com¬ 
mittee members took no formal vote 
but voiced general agreement with the 
intent and purpose of a board ordinance 
that permits only granite or bronze 
headstones on graves in Glendale Cem¬ 
etery, owned by the city. 

Members of the cemetery committee 
said the governing factor in their deci¬ 


sion was the need for .strict adherence 
to policy to insure Glendale w'ould re¬ 
main a "show place” cemetery. 

One committee member, Gregory 
Gulick, said he sympathized with the*^ 
plight of the family but allowing hand¬ 
made headstones would contribute to a 
deteriorating appearance. 

"Glendale cemetery is really our 
showplace cemetery,” Gulick said, ' 
"and the ordinance was set to make the 
cemetery look good. We've got to hold 
the line and I don’t think we can allow 
handmade markers in our cemetery.” 


^ UNITED NATIONS (CP) 
CJhina delivered a blistering 
attack on the Soviet Union in 
the General Assembly Tues¬ 
day aimed especially at Rus¬ 
sian disarmament prc^^^sals 
and its Middle East policies. 

Chinese Deputy Foreign 
Minister Chiao Kuan-hua told 
the assembly that Soviet dis¬ 
armament proposals are 
"useless big talk” and warned 
Arab countries that Russia 
"is more dangerous than an 
open enemy.” 

The United States escaped 
relatively unscathed from the 
speech. 

Chiao belittled the So\iel- 
American arms agreement as 
having little meaning for the 
rest of the world. 

Chiao, in the first (Chinese 
policy speech to the General 
Assembly since Pekinf* re¬ 
placed Taiwan in the world 
body last year, reiterated 
China’s foreign poltoyy and 


stroke nut against terror¬ 
ist attacks, including the 
■•Munich incident." 

■'The Chinese government 
has aiw^s opposed assassi¬ 
nation and hijacking of indi¬ 
viduals as a means for wag¬ 
ing political struggle.^ and is 
also opposed to terrorists acts 
by individuals or a bandful of 
people divorced from the 
masses,” he said. 

The brunt of his attack on 
tlie Soviet Union rested on 
this year's Russian proposal 
foi‘ Uie “noiMise of force” in'' 
international relations. 

Chiao criticized that by say¬ 
ing there are botli Just and 
unjust wars and "if a socialist 
still wants to be a socialist, he 
should not oppose all wars in¬ 
discriminately." 

He said Piina had nuclear 
weapwis for defensive pur¬ 
poses only and sought eventu¬ 
ally to eliminate all nuclear 
devices.

Largest break-in theft in re¬ 
cent years occurred in July. 
1968, when about $14,000 in 
cash was taken from the Ca¬ 
nadian Forces and Esquimalt 
Credit Union in the E.squimalt 
shopping plaza. 

The money, mostly in used 
$20 and $50 bills, was taken 
from a locked filing cabinet 
located in the main office of 
the credit union. 

In January, 1970. safecrack¬ 
ers escaped with $7,112 from 
a safe in the main office of 
Vancouver Island Coach 
Lines, 710 Douglas.

KINSHASA, Zaire Pres¬ 
ident Idi Amin of Uganda will 
extend the Nov. 8 deadline for 
expulsion of non-citizen 
Asians from his country and 
will allow them to transfer 
their property abroad. Pres¬ 
ident Sese Seko Mobutu of 
Zaire said on his return from 
talks with Amin in Kampala. 

About 50,000 Asians in 
Uganda with British passports 
arc involved In the expulsion. 
No new deadline was an¬ 
nounced. 

*Mobutu said Tuesday In 


Kinshasa that Amin also 
agreed in principle to meet 
President Julius Nyerere of 
Tanzania to Settle their con¬ 
flict. Amin claims Tanzanian 
troops were involved in an in¬ 
vasion of Uganda last month 
by forces largely composed of 
Ugandan exiles supporting the 
deposed former presidents 
Milton Oboie. Nyerere denied 
any involvement 
But Amin said in Kampala 
he has unearthed a new plot 
to invade Uganda, and has 
taken personal command of 
the armed forces. 
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
